Seventeen years ago he joined the 
Canadian Jamaica Steamship com- 
pany, of Halifax, where he remained 
three years. He then came to Mont- 
real. Until the formation of the 
Canadian Netional Steamships, short- 
ly after the war, Mr. James was load- 
ine sunerintendent of the Montreal 
Harbor Commission

stationed at the various Canadian 
ports, including Halifax, Moncton

Carnes said his two sons were ig- 
norant of his prison record until it 
was disclosed by newspapers after his 
Gisappearance and that he did not 
know his wife was aware of it until 
then. 

Though refusing to discuss short- 
ages in his accounts which mission 
board officials said total about 8550.- 
000, Carnes readily told of his -nove- 
ments from his disappearnce to his ar- 
rest at Winnipeg, September 27. 

“I just had to get away by myseif 
for awhile, or go raving mad,” he 
seid

cessarily on the attention centres. 

The age of iron and steel is also 
the age of noise. It's unfortunate 
) that the conditions for strength are 
also the conditions for clatter. There 
is a little compensation in the fact 
that this is also the age of rubber. 
Somewhere we should erect a monu- 
}ment to rubber, the beneficent muf- 
fier of noises 

Speaking generally. human noises 
ore the most disturbing, especially if 
tuey carry on emotionel messages 
}such as the crying of children. Shout- 
ing and calling and the human busi- 
ness of tramping. and the clatter of 
dishes, and other varieties that get 
on your nerves because you can’t help 
listening to them. Radio noises ere 
in this “preferred-stock” distraction 
class. They are compelling and dis- 
turbing. 

Tf you are at work, the most serious 
interruption is that of some one 
speaking to you. Your neighbor's 
jradio is speaking to you all the time, 
and is the more ennoying in that you 
haven't any interest in the message. 
When I want to write one of these 
jerticles my neighbor insists that I 
| listen to a political speech or a prize- 
fight or the latest jazz song or a saxa- 
iphone knockout or orchestrel bally- 
hoo, and apparently I have no re- 
Gress. Musical instruments are hu- 
| manized sounds, devised because of 
| thetr appeal to human emotions 

The double calamity lies in this: 
that Jazz and radio came at the same 
time Noise and music are relative 
jterms; but there is a difference be- 
|tween the noise of a musical instru- 
jment and the banging and clanging 
and tooting and screeching of unse- 
| lected hardware. And now it is broad- 
jcasted at all hours. There is no clos- 
}ec season for the human ear 

Radio insomnia is a proper subject 
|for legislation. A National League 
}for the Suppression of Noises would 
;be an agency of mental hygiene. It 
would have more to do than to reg- 
ulate the abuse of radio; but it might 
well begin with that. At present we 
protect just a little the hospital zones. 
But woll people who want to work 
are also worth considering. The ra- 
dio is\ too valuable a device to have 
its great utility and its pleasure-giy- 
lug power threatened by the inconsid- 
jerate abuse of the loud-speaker. En-
